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Further to the March 22, 2005 personal interview with Examiner Negron, Applicants 
herein provide a separate record of the personal interview. Applicants appreciate the 
courtesies extended by Examiner Negron during the personal interview.

Haneda and Suzuki fail to disclose or suggest all of the features recited in claims 1 and 10 for 
the reasons set forth in the Amendment filed February 10, 2005. Applicants' representative 
also traversed the rejection of claim 9 by arguing that the combination of Haneda and Suzuki 
fails to disclose using glass as the component element of the light unit formed by the outside 
skin, the glass being assembled to the outside skin in a permanent and non-removable 
manner. 

Unfortunately, Applicants' representative and Examiner Negron were unable to reach 
an agreement at the personal interview. 
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
